No One Cent Postage This Year. 
There seems to he little prospect that 
the postmaster general’s proposition 
for a one cent postage rate on first 
class mall will go through this year. 
There is no great demand from the 
people for such rate. 
Senator Burton has put In a bill with 
a string of whereases asserting that no 
reduction has been made on first class 
mail since 1883, when it was fixed at 
2 cents for half an ounce and two years 
later the weight was Increased to an 
ounce.

CHINESE FACE STARVATION 


American Red Cross May Aid in Re­ 
lieving Suffering. 


Washington, Jan. 22.— The American 
Red Cross has received through the 
state department and through C. D.

famine district, information revealing 
conditions of starvation and suffering 
of appalling character aud magnitude 
It is estimated approximately 2,500,000 
persons will be in dire need of help 
before a new crop of grain can be har­ 
vested. 
The unsettled condition in China 
will prevent that government from af­ 
fording relief. 
The Red Cross has 
been assured that its work of relief 
w ill have the co-operation of both Im­ 
perial and revolutionary authorities.

new name, as 
was often the case 
where fraud orders alone were re­ 
sorted to. . 
The result of the year's work has 
developed the fact that these fraud 
manipulators are a “ distinct class of 
crim inals, some of them moving in the 
highest social and business circles, but 
nearly all having more or leas affilia­ 
tions and connections with, or are de­ 
visers of schemes or enterprises of 
illegitim ate character in which they 
are not known as promoters.” 
Tho 
report adds: 
“ The work of the past year has un­ 
covered a condition among the swin­ 
dling class which shows the astound­ 
ing extent of their ojieration« and the 
enormous amount of their ill gotten 
gains.” 
Inspector Sharp suggests that it is 
essential for the protection of the pub­ 
lic that additional legislation be en­ 
acted 
which w ill 
prevent swindlers 
from carrying on their operations In 
the borderland between legitimate un­ 
dertakings ami crim inal schemes. 
During the year 2,491 arrests were 
made, of which 429 were for postoffice 
burglaries. 
Of the number arrested 
379 were connected with the postal 
service.
